the Phyfician fhould be very cautious in pre~

has juft Reafons to think he underftands the:

Complicated Cafes’ are moft difficult 5 nei-

In thefe Cafes, fo very hard to be adjufted,

How- 
ever, this fhews what great Reafons there 
are to fet the Symptoms of Difeafes in as 
clear a Light as poffible. 

I thall, in the Profecution of this Subject, 
take Notice, in a very brief Manner, of the 
Fluids in human Bodies; a Point very ne- 
ceflary to be underftood, becaufe they are 
the Seat of all Diftempers ; whereas the fo- 
lid Parts are only paffive Little, that I 
can find, has been faid of this Matter, though 
the right Underftanding of it is of fo great 


- Ufein the Art of Healing. 


Inftead of giving us fuch neceffary Preli- 
minaries, many lay the whole Strefs of curing 
Difeafeés upon the Number of their Receipts, | 
ftuffing their Books with long and tedious 
Prefcriptions ; which is little better than 
teaching us how to cure People, before we 
know the Nature of their Diftemper. 

This brings to my Mind a Saying of that

tion) improve themfelves equally with thofe 
that fpend many Years Abroad, and make 
good Ufe of their Time This was his 
Reafon for fettling annual Penfions upon fome 
young Phyficians, that they might be in a 
Capacity to travel. | 
Perhaps he had done better, if he had . 
obliged thofe Gentlemen to practice Phy- 
fick, at leaft ten Years, before their fetting 
out for foreign Parts : They would then have 
been much more capable of making fuch Ob- 
fervations, as. might be of fingular Ufe to 
them ; and ’tis farther my Opinion, That if — 
he had ordered them to vifit the moft intem-_ 
perate Climates, where all acute Difeafes are 


_ the moft violent, they would have returned 


Matters of greater Knowledge and Experi- 
ence, than they can ever acquire by only paf- « 
fing through the moft healthy Parts of Ey- — 
rope, which feems more like travelling for 
the fake of their own Health, than that of — 
other People. | 

If travelling be neceffary to make an ac- ~ 
complifhed Phyfician, I am very fure that I 
have travelled more than all the Phyficians in ae 
Great-Britain put together. ee 

But I am going a little out of my Way, 
and fhall therefore return to what I at firft

The firft Fit may lafta Fortnight, or three a]

The Patient may feel no more of this Dif- 
eafe for two or three Years, or at fooneft, a 
T'welvemonth: But what adds much to the 
Misfortune of this Diftemper; is, That every — 
Fit becomes more painful, and the Paroxifins 
more frequent and lafting. 

The Gouty Matter increafing, rifes. to al

the Diftemper, by fome Authors, is valle a 
Morbus Articuiaris, and is. always attended — 
with a fymptomatical Fever ; for as the Pains:

Tam very fenfible, my Method in curing 
Fevers, is much exploded, becaufe I act quite 
contrary to the common Praétice.

1728 and 1729 ; when a very fatal Epidemi- - 
cal Fever raged to fucha Degree, as to fweep 
off whole Families, nay, almoft whole Villa- 
ges. I was called to feveral Houfes, where eight 
or nine Perfons were down at a Time ; and 
yet did not fo much as lofe one Patient where 
 [wasconcerned. I defy the Malice of my moft 
implacable Enemies to make it appear, hate 
in my ten Years laft Practice I have loft twelve 
Patients in all Kinds of Fevers put together. 
a The Cafe of Fobn-Dineley Goodeere, Etg s 
of Charlion in Worcefterfbire, near Evefham, 
was very remarkable: Some Yearsago, when 
he was in London, he was feized with a vio- 
lent Fever : He was unwilling that Sir Edward 
 Goodeere, his Fathér, who was in Town at the 
fame Time, fhould know any Thing of it ; 
fo that he was, as it were, in Extremis before 
-‘diis Father was acquainted with it. He order- 
ed me immediately to be called to his Son 5 — 
whofe Eyes where fet in his Head, his Jaw 
fallen, his Tongue dire€tly black and hard, 
his Face as black as an Indian, with round 
“Drops upon it as big as Peafe or Pulfe. “Phe 
“Apothecary being prefent, I asked him, if he © 
blooded. He told me, Yes ; and accordingly — 
got every Thing in order for it, I bid him take 
Care to make a large Orifice, which he did. 


_ He asked me how much Blood he muft take: _ 
away ? I anfwered,I could not tell. He faid,he 
had taken off twelve Ounces. I faid, Let the 
Patient bleed on. The Apothecary-now told — 
me he had drawn twenty Ounces. “Fhen I dif-. 
cerned fomething of a Pulfe coming on inmy 
Patient. In the Conclufion, be bled to forty- 
eight or fifty Ounces. The Sweat went of, 
and his Face came to its Colour. Whilft he — 
was bleeding, I got a cool Tankard of Rhe- 

_mifh Wine, Water, and Lemon, which held’ — 

near three Quarts : 1 raifed him upon his Pil- 

low, and gave him about a Pint-Glafsfal; 
and, immediately after, he began to move hig’ 
Eyes, and clofe his Jaws. In a very fhor 
Lime after, I gave him a couple of Glafles 
more. He then fixed his Eyes hard uponme, 
put his Hand out to me, and faid, Js it you, 
my dear Friend ? Yasked him, Jf be could drink, . © 
Ele anfwered, The Ocean. oI made tho about 
him rub his Head with dry Clothes, and then 
asked how he found himfelf ? He anfwered, 
in a ftrange confufed Condition. Inone Hour, 
er thereabouts, he flung the Clothes off the od 
Bed, put his Feet in his Slippers, called for  ~ 
his Night-Gown, walked to the other Side of 
the Room, fet himfelf down in a two-armed | 
Chair. Now, my dear Friend, (fays he) we 
will bave one Flask of Claret together.

Motion of it, which it renders more fluid and

pofe its Paflage. All this is effected with the 
ntmoft Gentlenefs and Expedition, without 
Conftraint, Agitation, or Tumult. 

Acid Spirits injected into the Veins, occa- 
 fion terrible Symptoms, yet they are ferviceable 
when taken in by the Mouth. 

The Viper, which tranfmits its Poifon in- 
to the Blood through a Puncture of the Skin, 
and excites fuch fatal Symptoms, is of no ill 
Confequence if eaten, but rendered wholfome 
by the Ferment of the Stomach. 

Some Perfons have endeavoured to explode 
the Ufe of crude Mercury, by bringing thole 
Accidents upon the Stage which attend: the 
Workers in mercurial Mines.

‘Thefe Vapours being at length united, from

the Cranium, and comprefs the Nerves in their 
Origin, and thus occafion a Palfy.

Thing happens to’ Gilders for the fame Reafon, —

Thus it appears, that this is not the Efe@ ‘t 
of any ill Quality of Mercury, but an Acci- =e

At the Time that I was Surgeon-Major of __ 
the Hofpitals of Briancon and Oulx, we had

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them, ever received the leaft Inconvenience 
by breathing in the mercurial Vapours. 

Thad a Captain under my Care at Brianjon 
in-a Voluulus, whom I prevailed upon to {wal- 
— Jow two Pounds of crude Mercury, which re- 
~ mained fix whole Days in his Body, without 
doing him the leaft Harm: And it is obferva- 
ble, that fuch Perfons as have leaden Balls ly- 
ing in their Limbs for many Years, and often 
for their whole Lives, never feel any Inconve- 
niencics on that Score. | 

But after all-this, it is not an eafy Task to 
convince Mankind that crude Mercury ts no 
ways mifchievous. Many believe it an abfo- 
lute Poifon, and even affirm it to be the Caufe 
of Ulcers of the Throat in Salivations ; and 
if they {peak fo favourably of it, as not to fay 
that itis corrofive of itfelf, yet will they main- 
tain that it becomes fo when blended with the 
_ venereal Acids: This Opinion has been receiv- 
ed and advanced by very famous Authors.

By this appears the Neceflity of keeping 
the Humours in a fluid State, how eafily Co- 
agulations, Impediments, and Obftructions 
may be formed.

‘periment, that if a Perfon keeps the End of “ 
his Finger on crude.Mercury a good while to-_ 
gether, holding in his Mouth, at the fame 
Timea Piece of Gold; the Gold fhall there- 
by alter its Colour, without any preceptible - 
Beeenution of the Mercury. | 

‘Dhele iia 
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_ Thefe are Evidences of its prodigious Vo- 
 farility, and that nothing but Gold can retain 
its fubtile Particles ; whether the Figure of the 
Pores of that Metal be difpofed to receive it, 
which feems moft probable, or that there is a 
certain Analogy between thefe two Metals 

which conftrains them to attract each other. 
It penetrates the cuticular Pores, with as little 
Difficulty, infinuating and communicating it 


.  felf internally. It is notorious, and too of- 


ten happens, that mercurial Applications, de- 
fiened for the Diffolution of Tumours, do 
raife Salivations, to the Surprize of the Prac- 
titioner, who will be fure for the Future to 
make ufe of them with greater Caution than 
before.
